been  both  unreasonably  included  and 
unreasonably  excluded  from  said  dis¬ 
trict,  do  protest  against  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  these  matters  by  this  meeting, 
because 

First,  Tbe  notioe  published  does  not 
stats  in  what  county  tba  proposed  dis¬ 
trict  ts  described  is  k-caQed. 

Second,  If  it  is  presumed  to  be  situat¬ 
ed  in  the  County  of  Essex  it  purports  to 
^  include  the  territory  of  the  Borough  of 
Glen  Ridge,  which,  under  the  statute 
by  virtue  of  which  those  proceedings 
purport  to  betaken,  i  an  not  be  included 
in  the  proposed  city. 

Thiril,  No  notice  has  in  fact  been 
given  to  the  Borough  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Glen  Ridge  to  attend  the 
meeting  to  consider  these  matters,  and 
because  in  fact  no  member  of  the  Bor¬ 
ough  Council  is  in  attendance. 

The  complaint  which  I  desire  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  meeting  legally  qonaiituted 
under  tbe  statute  is  aa  follows : 

1.  That  the  territory  of  the  Borough 
.  of  Glen  Ridge  is  sougltt  to  be  included 

in  the  district  as  described  :  If  said 
district  is  located  is  tffe  County  of 
Essex,  said  Borough  having  a  more 
highly  organixed  government  in  every 
particular  than  that  provided  by  the  act 
under  which  these  proceedings  purport 
to  have  been  taken,  and  is  therefore  un¬ 
reasonably  included. 

2.  Because  a  small  section  of  the 
Township  of  Bloomfield  is  excluded 
from  the  district  as  described,  if  located 
in  the  County  of  Essex  and  is  subjected 
to  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  sep¬ 
arate  corporate  township  government  at 
an  unnecessarily  large  expense  :  and  is 
therefore  unreasonably  excluded. 

A  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr. 
Haakell,  that  an  election  for  the  in¬ 
corporation  of  tbe  district  as  a  city  of 
tie  third  class  be  held  on  Tuesday, 
March  31st  It  was  passed  unani¬ 
mously  by  a  yea  and  pay  vote.  Tbe 
resolution  was  put  in  tbe  bands  of 
tbe  Township  Counsel  for  revision 
and  publication.  It  is  understood 
that  there  will  lie  four  polling 
places,  one  to  be  in  (lien  Ridge,  on 
tha  Darwin  lot,  coroAr  of  Ridge¬ 
wood  Avenue  ard  Snotden  Place,  no 
hall  or  building  being  obtainable  in 
the  Borough. 

After  passing  the  /resolution  the 
Committee  went  into'executive  ses¬ 
sion  to  oonaider  the  500- foot  franchise 
of  thd  North  Jersey  Ytreet  Railway 
on  Bloomfield  Aveau*.  Halsey  M. 
Barrett,  Counsel  f  jr  •  tbe  company, 
was  present.  No  information  from 
tbs  Clerk  eould  be  obtained  as  to 
what  was  dope  It  was  learned, 
however,  upon  what  ’Would  be  called 
good  authority,  that  a  satisfactory 
compromise  bad  be*  u  arranged  in  re¬ 
gard  to  transfers  id  Newark.  The 
company  is  willing  to  give  transfers 
to  any  part  of  Newark  for  two  cents 
additional,  and  froti  any  part  of 
Broed  Street  in  Newark  to  Bloom¬ 
field  for  five  cents.  The  Committee 
will  hold  a  meeting  next  Monday 
night  and  give  the  citizens  a  chance 
to  be  beard  in  regard  to  the  uniting  o  f 
the  rails  on  this  .  bush,  or  they  must 
“forever  after  hold  their  $eaoe.”

Dayton  Haight,  tha  eight  year  old  ton  of 
Charlaa  Haight,  while  returning  tram  tbe 
Berkeley  Public  School  on  Bloomfield  Ave¬ 
nue  Tneeday  afternoon  wee  Wrack  by  car 
No.  430  of  tbe  Oooeolk!nt<'<l  Traction  Com¬ 
pany  aa  be  waa  oroeeiap.  the  avenue  to  go  to 
bia  home  in  tbe  Brick  Row.  The  lad  waa 
thrown  about  ten  feet  to  the  air  and  landed 
on  the  fender  of  the  caff  Haight  waa  badly 
eat  about  the  heed.  due  of  his  lege  was 
also  eeverely  injured.  Jbr.  Shelton,  the  at¬ 
tending  ph;»ictan,  aakEthat  while  no  bones 
were  broken  tbe  boy  ’  waa  badly  injured.

A.  C,  C.  of  N.  J.  propose  to  give  their 
aunual  century  run  from  Newark  to 
Anbury  Park  probably  in  June. 

The  cyclists  of  N.-w  Jersey  have 
better  roads  and  more  of  them  than 
most  of  our  states,  and  this  has  been 
secured  by  hard  work  in  the  past  of  the 
League  of  American  Wheelmen.  A 
committee  on  Good  Roads  has  been  in 
existence  for  years,  who  closely  watch 
legislation  at  Trenton.  It  was  only  last 
year  that  their  bill,  introduced  by  Mr. 
Stokes,  was  passed,  giving  Townships 
the  jwwer  to  improve  roads  and  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  coet ;  and,  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  few  months,  committees 
from  other  states  and  a  United  States 
Government  Committee  have  visited 
our  state  to  seS  what  can  be  done.  Now 
the  question  ia  this:— Do  not  wheelmen 
who  are  enjoying  the  benefits  of  these 
good  roads  think  it  fair  that  they 
should  help  the  cause  along,  for,  “The 
happiest  man  is  the  one  who  helps  pay 
for  the  advantagee  he  enjoys.”  The 
League  asks  their  help, .  and  as  they 
already  receive  the  benefit  it  thinks 
they  should  become  members.  Then, 
the  New  Jersey  Division  L.  A.  W.  offers 
the  following  additional  benefits  : — A 
copy  of  the  L.  A.  W.  Bulletin  and  Good 
Roads  each  week,  and  the  New  ‘jersey 
Road  Book,  with  maps,  routes.  League 
officials,  hotels  with  special  rates  ;  and 
the  costs  are,  initiative  fee,  91 ;  annual 
dues,  '$1 . 

The  New  Jersey  Division  now  num¬ 
bers  8376  members,  but  it  should  have 
at  least  85,000.  Bloomfield  is  not  as 
well  represented  as  it  should  be,  and  an 
endeavor  will  be  made  to  secure  at  least 
300  new  applications  this  year,  so  do  not 
wait  for  the  riding  season  to  open  but 
send  in  your  application  now. 

During  February  the  following  Bloom- 
fielders  were  elected  :  Arthur  8.  Kim¬ 
ball,  No.  53  Franklin  Street ;  Frank  B. 
Dailey,  No.  34  Hill  Street ;  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
C.  R.  Underwood,  No.  181  Thomas  Street. 

The  agitation  for  a  bicycle  path  from 
Asbury  Park  to  Trenton,  which  has 
been  going  on  for  the  past  month  or 
two  among  prominent  wheelmen  and 
advocates  of  good  roads  in  this  vicinity, 
and  for  which  a  committee  was  reoently 
sent  to  Trenton  to  urge  legislation,  bas 
been  productive  of  an  offer  from  the 
Whipple  Manufacturing  Company  of 
New  York,  addressed  to  Robert  Gentle, 
chief  consul  of  the  New  Jersey  Division 
of  the  League  of  American  Wheelmen 
at  Elizabeth.  The  Company  pledges  it¬ 
self  to  build  the  road  from  New  Yo»k  to 
Philadelphia,  or  to  contribute  to  a  com¬ 
mittee  $12,000  for  the  same  purpose. 

This  sum  is  $1,500  in  excess  of  the 
sum  estimated  Dor  the  construction  of 
the  road  by  the  committee.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  has  invited  delegates  from  a 
dozen  or  more  of  the  leading  clubs  in 
New  York  to  confer  with  them  next 
Friday,  and  C.  R.  Zacharias  and  A.  D. 
McCabe,  representing  the  Road  Im¬ 
provement  Committee  of  the  League  of 
American  Wheelmen,  will  go  to'  New 
York  Friday  in  the  interest  of  the  pro¬ 
ject. 

The  wheelmen  of  New  Jersey  are  in¬ 
debted  to  the  good  work  of  Mr.  Jeve. 
P&ngburn,  Jr.,  of  Hackensack,  to  whose 
efforts  is  due  the  introduction  in  the 
State  Senate  of  the  “Johnson  Bill.” 
This  bill  was  drafted  from  views  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  prominent  wheelmen  of 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  Massachusetts 
and  Pennsylvania,  and  is  said  to  be  one 
of  the  most  practicable  of  its  kind.  It 
coven  the  ground  thoroughly  and  pro¬ 
tects  wheelmen  to  tne  fullest  extent. 
While  it  does  not  take  away  from  any 
section  the  rights  and  privileges  now 
enjoyed,  it  placee  a  limit  on  the  restric¬ 
tions  which  ean  be  made,  and  which 
are  now  unlimited.  It  will  no  doubt 
prove  a  splendid  model  for  other  States 
to  pattern  after.

Helping  Slum  People. 

There  is  someth  mg  flue  and  high  and 
ennobling  in  tbe  thought  of  helping 
slum  people.  To  lift  them  to  the  plane 
of  comfort  and  cleanliness,  to  provide 
table  napkins  end  bathrooms  for  them, 
to  train  them  to  eat  with  tbeir  forks 
instead  of  tbeir  knives,  to  teach  them 
good  grammar,  to  train  their  eats  to  tbe 
sweet  harmonics  of  the  music  of  Wag¬ 
ner,  and  especially,  to  have  them  say 
"Vogner’*  instead  of  plain  Wagner — 
what  can  be  more  alluring'/ 

Yet  there  are  obstacle#  in  tbe  way  of 
realising  this  kingdom  of  mstbeticiem  on 
earth,  obstacles  that  the  church  and  col¬ 
lege  settlement  people  little  coont  on 
when  they  begin  tbe  delightful  an& 
philanthropic  work  of  elevating  tbe 
masses.  The  worst  obstacles  is  tbe  mass¬ 
es  themselves.  They  do  uot  want  to  be 
elevated,  at  least  many  of  them  do  not. 

That  lively  philanthropist  Edward 
Atkinson,  who  be?  certainly  tried  to 
help  the  masses  with  bis  wonderful  Al- 
ladinoven  that  cooks  half  a  dozen  things 
at  once  and  keeps  tbe  bouse  warm  and 
gives  a  light  to  read  by  besides  and  costa 
so  much  that  ,the  masses  canuot  afford 
to  boy  it,  this  amiable  Mr.  Edward 
Atkinson  bas  spent  some  time  visiting 
the  poorer  classes  in  the  sweatshop  dis¬ 
tricts.  In  one  boarding  bofise  in  the  dir¬ 
tiest  quarter  at  Boston  he  found  a  mau 
“reclining  ou  tbe  stops  in  a  comatose 
condition.”  Anybody  uot  from  Bostou 
would  have  said  be  was  just  plain 
drunk.  It  will  also  bo  uewa  to  many 
people  that  any  quarter  of  the  towu  of 
Boston  oould  be  dirty.  At  any  rate, 
though,  tbe  comatose  boarder  bad  drop¬ 
ped  his  savings  bank  book.  Au  inspec¬ 
tion  of  it  showed  that  be  bad  $400  de¬ 
posited,  plenty  to  live  iu  a  clean  locality 
and  be  reepeotaBle,  yet  from  deliberate 
choice  be  took  the  dirtiest  part  of  Bos¬ 
ton  for  his  residence. 

Some  benevolent  people  who  pitied 
tbe  condition  of  the  poor  iu  being  de¬ 
prived  of  comfort  built  ueat  little  cot¬ 
tages  and  provided  each  with  a  bath¬ 
room.  Tbe  consequence  was  that  one 
family  ooonpying  tbe  cottages  used  the 
bathtub  to  pack  tbe  family  pork  in. 
They  said  that  was  the  way  they  did  it/ 
Canada.  Another  slum  family  fonnd  the 
bathtub  the  greatest  possible  conven¬ 
ience  as  an  ash  bin. 

Such  are  some  of  the  sad  results  of 
trying  to  elevate  slum  people.  Tbe  only 
way  seems  to  be  to  let  the  old  slum- 
mers  go  their  unclean  and  Improvident 
gait  and  begin  on  tbeir  children.  If 
caught  young  enough,  these  can  be  ele¬ 
vated.  At  the  same  time  tbe  stlffest 
possible  sanitary  laws,  rigidly  enforced, 
may  reach  their  parents  somewhat. 


Tbe  most  singular  situation  in  French 
politics  since  the  founding  of  tbe  third 
republic  has  been  presented  during  the 
recent  winter.  The  constitution  of  the 
state  declares  that  a  cabinet  shall  resign 
when  a  vote  of  parliament  is  pronounced 
against  it.  The  quarrels  of  a  French 
cabinet  have  heretofore  been  with  tbe 
lower  house,  tbe  chamber  of  deputies, 
never  until  now  with  the  senate.  The 
house,  being  tbe  larger  and  more  influ¬ 
ential,  has  always  had  its  own  way  in 
deposing  an  objectionable  ministry.  This 
time,  however,  the  tables  were  turned. 
The  Bourgeois  ministry  was  supported 
by  a  majority  of  the  chamber  of  depu¬ 
ties.  The  senate  was  unalterably  op¬ 
posed  to  its  policy  and  the  senate  mean¬ 
time  claimed  tbe  same  right  as  the  house 
to  down  a  ministry  opposed  to  it.  Tbe 
fact  that  tbe  crisis  has  been  generally 
regarded  with  a  feeling  bordering  on  in¬ 
difference  by  tbo  public  shows  that  under 
repqblioan  government  the  excitable 
French  people  are  leqrn.ug  nobly  to  keep 
their  heads  ou  aud  remain  cool  when 
tempests  arise  in  the  political  teapot. 


A  foolish  and  antiquated  custom  still 
prevail#  iu  some  parts  of  making  jurors 
and  witnesses  kiss  a  Bible  when  taking 
oath  to  do  tbe  right  thing  iu  tbe  matter 
in  court.  It  is  a  relic  of  superstition  aa 
silly  and  barbaroas  as  making  a  sap- 
posed  murderer  criminal  pass  through 
fire  to  show  whether  he  was  guilty  or 
innocent.  Tbe  Bible  ia  a  sacred  book, 
but  after  ouo^ingle  Biblical  volume  haA 
been  used  in  a  court  for  some  16  or  20 
years  the  outside  of  it  gets  bo  grimy  as 
to  belie  any  claim  to  sacrodnessso  far  as 
it  is  concerned.  There  is  no  disease  in 
the  catalogue  which  a  juror  or  witness 
might  not  get  from  kissing  a  book  that 
had  been  previously  kissed  far  a  term  of 
years  by  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  peo¬ 
ple.  The  use  of  a  Bible  in  this  way  is
